toed. The stock, whether of wine or 
furniture or cast off noblo garments, 
never rocs low. The widow's store of 
oil showed no better staying po%vers. 
As long as custom hangs about the 
chanters shout, the red flag floats and 
the stock of goods to be disposed of 
flows by with current unabated.

1 uui \cry torry to 
hu\ o uiiAinti rpr^'tc'd tho \ lews uf any 
MTS.-B, but 1 ani not singular in that 
resfsx f. as this much is certain: Whether 
because of deleft in the language in 
whi<'h human beings are wont 10 tipres* 
their views or because of defect m tht un- 
derstandings of those on whom the views 
are songbr to be impressed, it :< a fact 
that great men in ail ages luwe labored 
under tne disadvantage of having their 
views misinterpreted, and if Piofetsor 
Wilson his anything of that sort to com- 
plain of he may console himself with 
the thought that he. stands in mighty 
gccd ccaapany and is no worse off than 
greater csen have been. Emerson said 
that "to bs great is to be misunder- 
stood. "' And if I am not mistaken Jesus 
Christ was so •unfortunate as to have his 
views misinterpreted. That is one of tK- 
prices which men pay for greatness. Let 
it go at than The thing I -want partic- 
ularly to call attention to now is that 
phrase, "the legitimate objects of social 
reform.'' 


"What are they? Who is to say? What 


signifies the word "legitimate'' when 
•used in this connection? I haven't tbe 
least doubt but Teddy Roosevelt, the 
Bev. Tom Bison, Dr. Parktrcrst An- 
thony Comstock, Larry GodJnu ana 
a host of others who seem to imagine 
themselves God's appointed vicars on 
earth for regulating the affairs of the 
enure human race are as fully in sym- 
pathy with "t£e legitimate objects of 
social reform'1 as is Professor Woodrow 
Wilson. Bat whose definition of legiti- 
macy are we to accept.' Sisall our defini- 
tion be one which has regard for the 
privileges and perquisites of the exploit- 
ing clashes or shall it be based on the 
declaration of universal human rights 
which places all persons on an equality 
with respect to life, liberty and happi- 
ness and the means of obtaining them? 


The word "legitimat*" is one which 


might easily inspire a thesis, the text of 
which would cover the -whole ground of 
controversy between the masses and the 
classes. I feel quite sure that Professor 
Wilson's ideas of legitimacy would 
prove very unacceptable tome, and it 
for this reason he accuses me of misin- 
terpreting his views. There are many 
persons who profess gieat love for tlie 
human race and who anxiously busy 
themselves with plans for ameliorating 
the condition of the poor and oppressed, 
but who are careful always to proceed 
after notions of legitimacy which in- 
volve the retention of the very privilege^ 
and monopolies of which tbe poverty 
and oppression they assume to deal with 
are the offspring. Tolstoi said cf these 
persons, ''They are willing to do every- 
thing for tbe poor escept to get off theii 
backs." Whatever other opinions they 
may have concerning the teachings oJ 
the Christ, they are at least convinced 
that he tittered one prot'onnd truth— 
namely, ' 'Tbe poor ye have always with 
you." They assnnic poverty and misery 
to be divine institution^ for tbe disci- 
pline of the race, something after tbe 
notion of the rich lady ->v ho was fillec 
with admiration at the wisdom of thi 
Creator in placing so many poor on 
earrh in ordei that the rich might have 
the opportunity to cultivate the beauti- 
ful virtue of charity. Xhc-ir notions 
legitimacy, then, include no such ideas 
as the abolition of poverty, and their 
activities begin with charity balls anc 
end in—soup! 


"The fate of civilization,"' "the fu 


tuie of the lacu" and other vague ex 
pressionti of like import constitute a 
fad with these people. By referring so 
ciologic activity to such expressions; 
even though mighty little is known 
concerning tbe body of thought denotcc 
by them, one acquires a reputation fo: 
profundity and respectability that can 
be attained in no other way, and alsc 
escapes many unpleasantnesses whicl 
woold impose themselves as duties di 
not "the fate of civilization" hang m 
the balance. ''The future of the race 
is a very respectable phrase that don 
mean anything in particular, but men 
have managed to build upon it a code o 
legitimacy that sanctions all of the bot 
torn iniquities and damnations of the 
present, and if yon will notice closel 
you will Slid that those who most ac 
rivply exert ihemselvts to see rhat th 
race's future is well protected are gen 
eraliy quitri comfortably well off in th< 
present. How does it come that the wel 


ent on the enforcement of a c-ode o 
legitimacy which redounds to the spe 
cial benefit of a claw? Whence do thes< 
people deriv" their authority to prc=cub 
fornH of thought and action for 
fh< 


whole of mankind'" Has God Almigbt; 
intrusted to the in the task of caring fo 
the welfare of all the teeming million 
of earth? If so, their responsibility i 
indeed gieat. Yes, the responsibility is> 
too gieac for them to be:ir. They chnll 
be relieved lioin it. 


Poverty and the misery whi'h comes 


by lack of ni.iferifti nocfujtios .m; not 
divine institutions ;ire nor nei essary 
for tho diviplnif of th< race, :uc> not 
the wiuvoirtable accompaniment" of 
progress'. T hey are huge, cancerous sores 
upon the body «oci»l, and any effort of 
social reform which doo< not hav« for 
its object their en tiro removal is not 
legitimate, no marrci i hough it, i.ir.;-be 
supported hy all tho college profesnnrs 
and doctor* of divinity in Christendom.

THE ANTITRUST LAW. 


•undertook to show in a toide^hat elab- 
orate opinion that the antitrust act did 
not alone regard capitalistic combina- 
tion, but was aimed against labor or- 
ganizations as well. He said among 
other things, "Does the guilt or inno- 
cence of tlie defendants of the charge of 
con-piracy under this statute depend ou 
the proof there may be of their success 
in drawing to the support of their design 
those who may be called capitalists, or 
does it depend upon the character of the 
design itself and upon what has been 
dene toward its accomplishment by 
themselves and by thc*e in voluntary 
co-operation with them, from whatever 
employment or walk in life0'' 


In the more recent case of the United 


States versus Phelan, in a proceeding to 
punish a« a contempt of court the viola- 
tion of an order of injunction similar to 
that issued in Chicago, Circuit Judges 
Taft and Lurton held that this act was 
clearly applicable to the strike of the 
American Eailway union, and they re- 
ferred with dis=ent to thci opinioii of 
Judge Putnam, the ouly federal judge 
so far who hart expressed any doubts on 
this point. 


It vnll be peroened that the antitrust 


act has no terrors foi the labor organi- 
zations of which they have not already 
been copiously and insistently made 
aware. They are not, therefore, likely 
to regard tlie decision in the Transinis-- 
souri Freight association case with quite 
the same feelings that tho trust organs 
evidently expect tb°rn to do The re 
markable unanimity with which the 
federal bench has found the Sherman 
act applicable to labor combinations is 
in curious contrast with the tone of the 
dibcus-eioii of the bill when it was pass- 
ing through congress. Its possible effect, 
as originally mtioductd and finally en- 
acted, upon pnch combinations was not 
overlooked, and an amendment was of- 
fered dis'tiiictiy pioviding that tbe act; 
should not apply to them 
The amend- 


ment was not adopted, mainly because 
of the argument that it was superfluous, 
since the act plainly did not make a labor 
combination a conspiracy m restraint of 
trade. But the- courts hm e adopted quitc- 
a different rule of interpretation, evi- 
dently agieemg with Judge Woods that 
to put any such limitation upon the 
word con-piracy isueithercece.ssaiynor 
permissible. On the while, the labor

difficult to obtain. The writer in 
tho Gummi Zeitimg believes, how- 
ever, that Magnus & Co. of Berlin 
pour 100 parts of ether on HO of 
collodion wool and 25 of camphor 
and stir the covered mass in earth 
enwnrc vessels with, rubber Ptirks 
until a homogeneous gelatinous 
mass is obtained, which is then roll- 
ed At St Denis ethyl alcohol i* 
said to be used. Apart from dye- 
stuff and other additions the csllu- 
loid consists on an average of two- 
thirds of pyroxylin and one-third 
of camphor. More camphor imparts 
an unpleasant smell and impairs the 
strength of the product. The chem- 
ical constitution of celluloid is still 
doubtful 


The celluloid is generally sup- 


plied in rods of 3 feet in length, or 
in platea of 30 inches by VZ incher-, 
of a yellowish color, unless dyed It 
cannot be exploded by he.it, blo-vs 
or friction 
It bum&, but the flame 


can easily bo blown out It leaves 
an ash skeleton, \vhicb. continues t j 
sparkle faintly for some time. It is 
soluble in ether alcohol, while eitupv 
of the ingredients alone only ;n- 
tacks tbe camphor. 


Concentrated acids and caustic al- 


kalis decompose or caibonize the 
celluloid. While tho finished article 
is not dangerous, tbe manufacture 
is highly so. Various additions to 
render the celluloid less inflamma- 
ble are hardly required. The small- 
er articles are cut ready iu the cold, 
dipped into hot water, bent and 
shaped, and plunged into cold water 
again to retain their shape. Larger 
articles are pressed in beated molds 
If reheated during further opera- 
tions, the articles lose their shape. 


The comb manufacture is simpler 


than with hard rubber. The teeth 
are stamped with dyes, by hand or 
machinery, and then polished with 
pumice stone and cold water. The 
dyes are generally added at the 
time when the pyroxylin and cam- 
ptor arc mixed. Striped articles are 
obtained by superposition of plates 
of different colors and CTot* cutting 
of the compressed blocks. Surface 
dyes may be dissolved in acetic acid 
or acetic ethers, which slightly at- 
tack the celluloid. —Trade Journals1

In his time 
it was fashionable to make presents of 
buttons as big as n crown piece, on 
which allegories and various subjects, 
were carved. 


Bachaninont writes in his "Secret 


Memoirs," Nov. 18, 1786: "The uiauiil 
for buttons is today extremely ridicu- 
lous. They are not only of enormous 
size, some of them as big as six ponnu 
crowns, but miniatures and pictures are 
inado upon them, and this ornamenta- 
tion is extremely costly. Some of them 
represent the medals of the 13 Caesars, 
others antique statues and still others 
thu Metamorphoses of Ovid." 


I-abey, iu his biographical notes, 


say.-: that when he came to Paris he 
worked for a living by making copies 
of Vau'oos and Bouchers on the lids of 
snuffboxes, and that for these medal- 
lions h f w a s paid from 6 to 8 francs 
ear-h. "A.-it was still the. fashion,"'!»! 
said, "to wear buttons as big as u o 
franc piece, upon which Cnpid*, flowers 
and landscapes wore cnt in cameo, I 
Wtjnt into that business. I got 12 sous 
for each." 


Two years niter this period in the 


lifn of Bachnumont buttons abandoned 
erudition to tuke np edileship. All the 
tins monuments of Baris were carved 
on them.

2000 to 2100, for instance, it vrill fall 
ou Sunday 4 times and also from 2400 
to 2500, 20 and '^4 being divisible by 4, 
but from 1!»00 to 2000, it will fall on 
Sunday only :! times, and so from 2100 
to 2200, 1 SI and 21 not being divisible 
by 4. Observe that, in speaking of the 
"number of a century" we do not mean 
the year; 20 i.s tho number of the cen- 
tnry—which we divide by 4—and 2000 
Is the year. Observe, also, that in all 
this w<- are not speaking of the recur- 
rence <jf the date. March 4. bur, of the 
particular March 4ths that are inaug- 
uration days.

Freshly ad- 
mitted canes with a history of btarv- 
atiou who are feeble, with weak 
pulse, and who resist taking food, 
should be fed at once. Of these 200 
Mitients fe'a were inale.s, 115 females, 
and of the 2~ fed V2 were inalas and. 
15 feniiile.s. This 27 does not include 
many patients whom the attendantb 
weiv able to f««l with a H>oon, but 
only tho^e who Kiicct^.^fully resisted 
his nieihotl. Of these 27 Uiere were 
4 in :i state of acute mania, 4 in a 
Btnjiorose condition, 13 were melan- 
:holiacs, 4 were suffering iroin de- 
usional insanity and 2 were chronic 
dements; 12 of them were at some 
period actively suicidal. 


The effect of feeding was soon ap- 


parent in most cases, nutrition im- 
proving, some getting fat, and no 
doubt the lives of many were saved 
ijy its adoption. Sometimes, but 
rarely, 
the pharynx, esophagtis 


or stomach became irritated by the 
tube, and then feeding by the bowl 
had to be resorted to. In one lady, 
a case of stupor, gastritis was set 
tip, and, curiously enough, the py- 
rexia was coincident with the com- 
mencement of her recovery. 


Besides the improvement of nutri- 


tion. feeding has a lasting moral 
effect, in some cases a few feedings 
effecting a cure of the habit of re- 
fusal. It occasionally cures a delu- 
sion, as one case in a friend's prac- 
tice exemplifies, a case in which he 
was commanded not to eat. After a 
fev- nasal feedings with a tube 
smeared with asaf etida he was com- 
manded no more.. A mere exhibi- 
tion of the rube will cure the habit 
in some hysterical cases. 


The method of feeding adopted 


was the funnel and soft rubber 
ewophagcal tube passed to the stom- 
ach by the mouth or nose. The lat- 
ter way 1 now almost always use as 
generally preferable, its only danger 
being the passage of the tube into 
the larynx, of which the evidence, 
stridtilous breathing and loss of 
voice, is at once perceived and rem- 
edied by withdrawing the tube to 
the pharynx, pouring a little food 
down the tube, and as the patient 
swallows pushing it down. The pas- 
sage ot the tube by the mouth is a 
more expeditious procedure, as u 
large tube can be used so that a 
quart or more of food maj" be given 
in a few seconds, and this is advan- 
tageous in old people aud others 
who secrete a large amount of mu- 
cus about the throat which they 
cannot swallow while the tube is in 
the esophagus, and which, collect- 
ing over the glottis, causes dysp- 
no>a. The disadvantages of the pas- 
sage through the mouth, .ire the 
need of a gag, which is apt to injure 
the lips or break the teeth of the pa- 
tient, and the possibility of the gag 
slipping out, and so rendering biting 
and sw-allowiug the tube or injuring 
the operator's fingers probable. — 
British Medical Journal.
